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Motorists welcome new bridge 
$28M span opens amid fanfare in Fontainebleau 
By Karen Nelson, THE SUN HERALD 


FONTAINEBLEAU, MS - The GRAVELINE Bayou 
Bridge opened Friday moming with brief speeches, fan- 
fare and food. 

County officials and people who live in the area lined up 
to be first across the new $2.8 million structure in a parade 
of fire tracks, vans and cars that started as soon as the rib- 
bon was cut. 

But the real testament to how much the new bridge is 
needed was the fact that more than 25 cars were lined up 
on the south side, wait- 
ing for the ceremony to 
end so they could use the 
bridge. 

The project started in 
August and was com- 
pleted on time and under 
budget by Fordice 
Construction of 
Vicksburg. 

The Mississippi State 
Port at Gulfport paid for 
the bridge as mitigation 
for acres of waterfront it 
filled around the port. 
The bridge project was 
considered mitigation 
because it improved the environment, allowing the tide to 
enter a part of the bayou that had been cut off by the old 
causeway for decades. 

An $840,000 detour was constructed in 2002 and 2003 so 
people in St. Andrews, Ocean Beach Estates, Pine Hurst 
and other subdivisions had a way in and out while 
Fontainebleau Road was elevated. 

The bridge was prefabricated in Hattiesburg in 31-foot 
spans, trucked here and installed. There are 73 spans in all. 
Brandy Taylor and her daughter and friend were in line 
behind Martin and Brenda Finnegan to be the first to cross 
the bridge.” 

Taylor said, "We're very excited. It means a safer route, 
and it also means a much quicker trip to work in 
Pascagoula.”

Biddix bypass road from Beachview to Point Aux 
Chenes road for residents to use while the causeway 
was under construction. The causeway will give resi- 
dents a safer route during severe weather.

Jean Baptiste Baudreau II — A First Citizen of Pascagoula 


Self Portrait c.1740 


Jean Baptiste Baudreau, Senior, usually referred to in 
documents by his nickname "Graveline,"™ was a Canadian member of 
the Louisiana colony Founding Party. He was 4 friend, probably 
something of an elder mentor, to Bienville. In 1727 he married 
the daughter - her baptismal name was Susanne - of a gran chef 
of an Indian Nation, likely an influential Alibamu Creek leader, 

This couple had one son, 4 well-documented man named Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau II. Both father and son. were active 
frontiersmen (courriers du bois) of the colony, and had primary 
residence at the mouth of the West Pascagoula River. They were 
fluent in the languages of and had close contact with indigenous 
people, particularly among the Choctaws and Musculgee/Creeks. It 
is very likely they were leaders of their governor's colonial 
militia during Bienville's ill-fated expedition to defeat the 
Chickasaws and English at Ackia Town (near Tupelo MS) in 1736. 


Descendents of this earliest Baudreau family: in Louisiana 
still populate the US Gulf Coast, and are active in research 
about their Creole "first family." The two Baudreaus traded 
actively among the Choctaws. They may have been among the 
earliest Frenchmen, during the period 1720-1735, to use the 
bluff near present-day Livingston AL, where the colony’s Fort 
Pombecbe soon was to be situated, as a trading "factory." 

The younger Baudreau was of that first coastal generation 
who found themselves filling multiple roles: Landed French 
businessman, native mediator, family man with both a rural 
plantation and a home in New 
Orleans, backcountry expert, marksman, trail guide and militia 
leader. At.the same time, the younger Baudreau also was 
culturally Native American; he likely would have been well- 
schooled in the warrior traditions of his mother's people. 

JB Baudreau II was immensely popular among poth cultures. 
He was a big man, strong, generous, widely known and respected. 
He was also riven by the dichotomy of living in two radically 
different worlds. Signifi-cant to the outpost of Fort Tombecbe 
is the fact that - while still in his twenties - Jean Baptiste 
Baudreau II is documented as one of its earliest garrison 


commanders.

It is exciting to realize t 
etching of his own profile, allowing us to know him better. The 


old fireplace blade, or wafer iron, was passed down by his 
grand-daughters across seven generations; it was found buried in 
the trunk of his 6x-great-grand-daughter after her death in 
Pascagoula in 2002. 

Because Baudreau is displayed holding a feather, several of 
his descendents believe the event of his induction into the 
Choctaw Nation (circa 1735-1739) is what is memorialized on the 
wafer iron intaglio. On first glance, the image seems to depict 
a Daniel Boone-style frontiersman. But a second look shows this 
ig a man inhabiting his native persona. . 

To emphasize that side of Baudreau's character, and to 
commemorate the 255% anniversary of his death (June 7, 1757) his 
descendent Eloise Genest created a painting of the man as he may 
have actually appeared at his ceremony, circa 1737-40. He would 
have been at the height of his powers and achievement, aged 
about 20 to 25. The Choctaw eagle-feather ceremony could very 
easily have occurred just beyond the stockade walls of Fort 
Tombecbe. 

The antique copper Baudreau wafer iron is a remarkable 
work of frontier craftsmanship. Notice how the encircling frame 
contains broad-leaved fronds of his native savannahs, 
alternately balanced with incised fleur de lis, the royal symbol 


of France... the dual cultural heritage of Jean Baptiste 


Baudreau II. 
In the painting by his descendent, the vivid Creole 


frontiersman/warrior - today forgotten~to-history - seems to 
emerge into the present out of this frame.

We, the undersigned Charles Ellies, Francois Krebs, Jean Baptiste Dupont 
and Antoin Blanc, Sr., were requested by Madame Widow Bosage, in presence of 
Jean Baptiste Bodereau, Miss Genevieve Bosage, doing this for her health, 
Madame Widow Mazurier, for evaluating and estimating the value of the negroes, 
part of the succession of the deceased Dame Bodereau, their mother.

at 105. TOTAL 690 piastres, which above Negroes together amount to the sum of 
690 piastres. 


Those slaves wishing their freedom by the usual process, who are interested 
and whose cases are presently before the court in New Orleans: 

Genevieve, a mulatto, aged about 25 years 

Therese, a mulatto, aged about 23 years 

Constance, a mulatto, aged about 21 years 


175 piastres and 4 escalins found in cash. 


We, the undersigned, Jean Baptiste Bodereau, Catherine Bodereau, Widow 
Mazurier and Catherine Louise Bodereau, Widow Bosage, in presence of witnesses 
signed below, declare that the inventory detailed above, the goods coming from the 
succession of our deceased mother, is sure and true, the recognition of which is 
that it is all that she possessed at her death. It is to be divided among the three of 
us following the will she made under date of 30 May 1796, in which our brother, 
Bodereau, was charged to execute her last intentions. This he did with exactitude 
and fidelity and to our satisfaction. Each of receives 230 piastres, having received 
the total of 690 piastres, which represents the value of the 2 Negroes, the 2 
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Negresses, estimated by Messrs. Charles Ellies, Jean Baptiste Dupont;, Francois 
Krebs and Antoine Blanc, Sr., appraisers named for this purpose. The said 4 slaves 
we have ceded to our said brother, Jean Baptiste Bodereau, at the same price of 
their estimates, which amount of 2/3 comes to 460 piastres. Our said brother made 
a particular obligation to pay one-half to us in nine months and the other half in 
eighteen months. The said Negroes will remain mortgaged, not available for sale 
or alienation until the perfect payment has been made on the above obligation. 


Each of us has received 92 horned cattle, this being the third of 276 grazing 
at the time of the division. We also received our part of the horses and mares. 


He had paid us 43 piastres and 3 escalins, being a third of 130 piastres 
remaining from the 175 piastres and 4 escalins inventory after paying the costs of 
the succession. 


The house furniture, clothes and kitchen materials were divided among us, 


We are agreed that Horn Island and the land made mention of in the 
inventory will remain among the three of us until new arrangements can be agreed 
on, or until we can find someone to sell it to; the amount of such sale we will 
divide equally, so that each will get his or her part. 


We state and attest that we are satisfied with the conditions and 
arrangements that we have made from beginning to end. Let us remain in good 
faith, having each received our particular portion given to us by the heritage of our 
mother. And we, Widow Mazurier and Widow Bosage further state and with by 
these written presents that our brother, J. B. Bodereau, from the beginning to the 
present, was committed only in his charge as Testamentary Executor of our 
mother, acquitting himself before us of that charge and the obligation of rendering 
us an account. 


Further, we with that among us three heirs that the present heritage have 
force and value as stated. 


Passed before the public notary, and, for it to have effect, it will be deposited 
with the clerk of this place for and to have recourse in case of need. Done and 
passed at Mobile in the home of Madame Widow Mazurier on 26 May 1798.

Jean Baptiste Baudreau IV married Basilesse Rabby and they had one child Mary (Marie) Baudreau, who 
the Mary Walker Bayou is named for. She lived with the druggist that you see here in the 1850's 
census, Michael Fitzpatrick- who was much older than she. On the next sheet you see she sells him 
some land, I can't find them in the 1860,70 or 80 Census. | found this death record for a Dr. Mary 
Walker in 1890. It could be her...maybe she inherited the drug business after Fitz died and she made 
potions. Maybe she was a shaman, a griot or medicine woman. Religious folk would have been mean 
spirited about that and perhaps gossiped about the "weird woman” who was a witchdoctor and lived 
with a man she didn’t marry. Steve Register said that it is sald that she beat her slaves and you could 
hear them hollering al! the way up Gautier Beach. Maybe she’s not in the census because she was living 
among the indian tribe as a medicine woman and midwife. Also, it is rumored that she ran a house of 


prostitution. 


Mary Walker of the bayou is legendary but the stories are mostly dark and gossipy...did she make 
moonshine and sell it? Was she a Madam? | was skimming 2 book that was donated to us called 
“Reconstruction Desperado”, by Barry Crouch and Donaly Brice, that looks at the violence that occurred 
just after the Civil War. This statement seemed relevant to me....James McPherson (“Wartime”) 
portrays the guerrilla outlaws that were around at that time as “defenders of a rural order of yeomen 
farmers against the encroachments of a capitalist market economy represented by Yankee soldiers and 
Unionists during the Civil War, and by Banks and railroads afterward. The desperadoes ( we had the 
Copeland gang here) “took no prisoners, killed in cold blood, plundered, and pillaged...Many were 
psychopathic killers, nihilistic lovers of violence.” 1 imagine the widow Walker needed protection and 
thus we see her at 21 years of age in 1850 Census with a man twice her age, Fitzpatrick! She was 
definitely a mixed race “Creole”. How could people treat the Indians so horribly? My husband Doug 
says that they(we) justify the inhuman acts against them because we demonize them first, to assuage 
our guilt at taking all their land. | don’t see Mary as a victim, she must have been a force to be reckoned 
with if she is still talked about today-and she’s been dead more than 100 years! Many of the old-timers 
in Gautier, say they “heard” she ran a whorehouse there. | imagine her as fighting back and possibly 
being violent herself. Her great- grandfather had been brutally executed publically and I’m sure the 
whole family was outcast and suffering from that “intergenerational shame” (the phrase | aptly co-opted 
from modern psychology for our Baudreau descendants.} Basilesse was dead by 1848. It was 
mentioned by Edwin Lewis that Mary Walker bought that land from Colonel Alfred Lewis ( her first 
cousin ). You had JBIll and Mary Louise Fayard’ s children...Marguerite( m. Edwin Lewis), Angelique m. 
Nicolas Ladnier II{then Jacob Bang).. and JBBIV and Basilesse Rabby. 


Basilesse was sister to John, Pierre, Ursin, and Anatole Rabby- and they were her legal heirs in the 
probate records along with daughter Mary. Notall her grandchildren were mentioned as heirs. | need to 
study those probate and land records more closely and list all the heirs.

In 1870 Census, Emil is living with his family and a servant named Mina Gautier, who is 12. | figured that 
is Henry (my great-grandfather Walter's brother) and "Mammy Lizzie's daughter". Henry was married to 
Adelaie Hull first and 2" to Laura Canty and he built "Twelve Oaks" for her. But everyone knew that he 
had a daughter with Mammy.... everybody knew that Mammy Lizzie was the daughter of Colonel John 
McRae, who became governor of MS.

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Mary Walker Bayou. An offshoot into Gautier from the West Pascagoula River is a 
meandering waterway of salt marsh, fish camps, alligators, and generally good fishing. There is 
no more picturesque and typically southern bayou to be found. It is surprising that film crews 
have not descended on the spot to shoot “on location” some southern gothic tale of murder or 
ghostly habitation. For those who cherish the southern mystique, it might be wise to keep this 
little backwater secret from outsiders, lest the charm be lost. 

And speaking of secrets, the bayou has one—and that's how it got its name. When a 
place carries the name of a person it is practically always obvious who that person was, Not so 
for Mary Walker and her bayou, at least until recently. Earlier searches of records had failed to 
find any evidence of a Mary Walker who might fit the bill. This raised the interesting question of 
whether Mary Walker was someone who, we might say in today’s fashion, lived under the 
radar—back when there was no radar. 

It tums out there i is a legend that does fit that circumstance and, considering the times, has 
that air of believability.' As the story goes, there was a woman of entrepreneurial nature, 
accommodating personality, and pleasing appearance who came to Gautier from New Orleans 
and settled in a house on the bayou. Among her skill set was the know-how to create hard liquor 
from readily available corn, This she bottled and sold up and down that stretch of the river by 
boat or, when customers came calling, from the back door. 

Southerners, revenuers excepted, have always had a love affair with home-made spirits, 
Many consider it their God-given right to produce the stuff, not unlike canning your own home- 
grown tomatoes with the added benefit that the product will make tong evenings without 
television pass more quickly and it’s a lot better cash crop than mushy tomatoes. So, there was a 
ready market. 

As for as cash crop is concerned, Mary Walker had still another one to offer. It was said 
she brought over some “ladies” from New Orleans. Diversification is a key to business success, 
and she was first and foremost a businesswoman. If local men had difficulty getting to her house, 
it was no problem. She had a boat and it made deliveries of both her products. 

All good things come to an end and so it was with this venture. It is said that the 
authorities arrived one day and shut her down. She was carted back to New Orleans to deal with 
the consequences of her actions either violation of the liquor law or, as some say, any infraction 
from her earlier years in that city which she had escaped to Gautier to avoid. Whether the good 
folk (especially the wives) of Gautier had something to do with the whistle being blown on Mary 
is not known, Suffice it to say, that her name continues to be attached to the bayou, and, 
doubtless, she was sadly missed by at least some of her neighbors. 

Ok, that’s the legend. 

Those durned genealogists had to go and spoil the story. The reason Mary Walker had not 
been accurately located in the historical record was that for one thing, she had several names—a 
consequence of several husbands, and, secondly, she lived earlier than had been thought. 

Mary Walker owned the property that extended from the mouth of the bayou on West 
River all the way to Bayou Pierre, which is past the Gautier City Park. She was actually the 
daughter of John Baptiste Baudreau TV and Basilesse Rabby, so her maiden name was listed and 
spelled as Marie Baudreaux?, She had a couple of other husbands (sort of), Michael Fitzpatrick 


' Three different “old timers,” all intimately associated with Gautier, gave substantially the same version of the story 
of Mary Walker. The only discrepancies had to do with the date, 1880s versus 1920. 

? Multiple spellings of the names are used and anglicized in various documents: Marie became Mary, Jean became 
John, Baudreau sometimes had an “x” added. Good luck to anyone who pursues this. 
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(the 1850 census shows that she was age 21 and lived with Michael Fitzpatrick, age 46, just the 
two of them—the scalawag, she was half his age). 

There are three references giving her date of birth as 1829, 1830 and 1831, with the 
Fitzpatrick household claiming her on the younger end. If she fibbed about her age, she wasn’t 
the first woman to do it, or maybe Mr. Fitzpatrick was just bragging. Regardless, a baptismal 
record indicates a baptism in 1830. 

At any rate, if this were not enough to confuse a researcher, sometime before Fitzpatrick 
she had apparently married a William B. Walker. Something happened to him leaving her the 
property because a subsequent land plat exists showing Mary Walker owned property adjacent to 
Mr. Fitzpatrick. Fitzpatrick had come from New Orleans (perhaps the origin for the New Orleans 
part of the story). He was a druggist by trade and opened a drugstore locally. 

To pursue this name thing a little further, Mary Walker does show up in the historical 
record one more time. The newspaper of December 12, 1890 records “Dr. Mary Walker died of 
heart trouble on the 2nd instant.” It is unlikely that Mary went off to medical school in the 
interim, Fitzpatrick, however, was known to own a drug store. The presumption is that she 
continued the drug store operation after he died, gradually assuming the role of dispenser of 
medicines and along with the duty the honorary title of “Doctor” not unlike medics in the 
military who are typically called “Doc.” 

So, is this all a case of mistaken and confused identity for an accomplished and seif- 
promoting woman, an occurrence unusual for a female the time? Maybe. However it must be 
pointed out that she came from a line of folks that were not accustomed to taking a back-seat in 
life and who didn’t mind crossing the line of accepted behavior when necessary. Her 2" preat 
grandfather was none other than Jean Baptiste Baudreau I. Refer back to Graveline and 
Baudreau earlier in this chapter for the escapades of Baudreau I and his delinquent son, 
Baudreau II. The latter was often referred to as ‘“Baudreau the Rascal.” He was the one who 
escaped from prison, hid out in Indian territory for years, and still wound up being executed by 
“breaking on the wheel.” 

Maybe Mary Walker was somewhat of a chip off the old block and one to seize whatever 
business opportunity came along. Maybe her tombstone should read, Mary Walker, Nov 9 1831

1 can't find them in the 1860,70 or 80 Census. | found this death record for a Dr. Mary 
Walker in 1890. {t could be her...maybe she inherited the drug business after Fitz died and she made 
potions. Maybe she was a shaman, a griot or medicine woman. Religious folk would have been mean 
spirited about that and perhaps gossiped about the "weird woman" who was a witchdoctor and lived 
with a man she didn't marry. Steve Register said that it is said that she beat her slaves and you could 
hear them hollering all the way up Gautier Beach. Maybe she's not in the census because she was living 
among the indian tribe as a medicine woman and midwife. Also, it is rumored that she ran a house of 
prostitution. 


Mary Walker of the bayou is legendary but the stories are mostly dark and gossipy...did she make 
moonshine and sell it? Was she a Madam? | was skimming a book that was donated to us called 
“Reconstruction Desperado”, by Barry Crouch and Donaly Brice, that looks at the violence that occurred 
just after the Civil War. This statement seemed relevant to me...James McPherson (“Wartime”) 
portrays the guerrilla outlaws that were around at that time as “defenders of a rural order of yeomen 
farmers against the encroachments of a capitalist market economy represented by Yankee soldiers and 
Unionists during the Civil War, and by Banks and railroads afterward. The desperadoes ( we had the 
Copeland gang here) “took no prisoners, killed in cold blood, plundered, and pillaged...Many were 
psychopathic killers, nihilistic lovers of violence.” | imagine the widow Walker needed protection and 
thus we see her at 21 years of age in 1850 Census with a man twice her age, Fitzpatrick! She was 
definitely a mixed race “Creole”. How could people treat the Indians so horribly? My husband Doug 
says that they(we) justify the inhuman acts against them because we demonize them first, to assuage 
our guilt at taking all their land. | don’t see Mary asa victim, she must have been a force to be reckoned 
with if she is still talked about today-and she’s been dead more than 100 years! Many of the old-timers 
in Gautier, say they “heard” she ran a whorehouse there. | imagine her as fighting back and possibly 
being violent herself. Her great- grandfather had been brutally executed publically and I’m sure the 
whole family was outcast and suffering from that “intergenerational shame” (the phrase | aptly co-opted 
from modern psychology for our Baudreau descendants.) Basilesse was dead by 1848. It was 
mentioned by Edwin Lewis that Mary Walker bought that land from Colonel Alfred Lewis ( her first 
cousin). You had JBI and Mary Louise Fayard' s children... Marguerite( m. Edwin Lewis), Angelique m. 
Nicolas Ladnier II(then Jacob Bang).. and JBBIV and Basilesse Rabby. 


Basilesse was sister to John, Pierre, Ursin, and Anatole Rabby- and they were her legal heirs in the 
probate records along with daughter Mary. Not all her grandchildren were mentioned as heirs. | need to 
study those probate and land records more closely and list all the heirs. 


Steve Register says that the stories about Mary B. were passed down from Emil Ladner, who was Deputy 
Sheriff to Frank Lewis. There is a good picture of Emil in Tommy Wixon's book. 


In 1870 Census, Emil is living with his family and a servant named Mina Gautier, who is 12. | figured that 
is Henry (my great-grandfather Walter's brother) and "Mammy Lizzie's daughter". Henry was married to 
Adelaie Hull first and 2"? to Laura Canty and he built "Twelve Oaks" for her.

If JB4 is documented as requiring relief from his “disability of color,” then | speculate this was NOT (as | 
had previously assumed) because of his one-eighth Indian bloodline, but because he was, in the new- 
fledged Territory of Mississippi, deemed to be a person of color, namely Black. Mississippi put the color 
line at one-fourth. Lousiana’s antique Code Noir (remember that Jackson County was originally in West 
Florida, a part of La Lousiane) put the line at one-eighth. 


Since we know his father, JB3, was1/4 Indian, this suggests that his Black inheritance was through his 
mother Marie Louise Fayard (dit LaLancette), born 9 Sep. 1746, who may have been a Mulatto. MLF’s 
father, Jean Fayard dit LaLancette must have been an early settler of the colony. His wife, Francois 
Fisseau, may have been Black. (Anne Anderson said she was a gyspy...what does that mean? She could

2 - Here is what the attached Thomas Bilbo letter (refuting some of Edwin's "fraudulent acts and 
swindles") of 1829 says about Marguerite: | must also state that E. Lewis cannot be heir to the estate of 
John B. Baudreaux as his wife is a person of colour and no such marriage as recognized by the laws of 
our country consequently | believe Lewis is neither an heir or an agent for any of Baudreaux’s claims.

His children were Marguerite, who married Edwin Lewis in 1811; Marie Angelique, who (finally) married 
Jacob Bang; and Jean Baptiste Baudreau IV. 


(n Lewis’s complaint, he said that JBB IV had two bastard children by a woman of colour in New Orleans. 
There is no record of marriage that | have found, but there is a Jean Baptiste, mulatto, who is in the 
1850 census in the Vancleave area and | believe could be a son of JBB IV and this woman of colour. 


Hobs says: Here is an important record. In the estate of Simon Deflandre, deceased, JBB IV and 
Deflandre’s daughter were named as legal heirs and representatives. She says: 


+++ “I, Bazilice Budreau, wife of the said John B. Baudreau, in consideration of ten center to me in 
hand paid..... relinquish to A. E. Lewis, his heirs and assigns, all my rights of dower...” (Hobs note: so she, 
at insistence of her commonlaw husband JB4, gives up any claim to Oldfields land, it seems...) 


Signed John (X) B. Baudreau (Seal) and Bazilice (X) Baudrau, in presence of MARY BAUDREAUX, 
(signed),. This document was dated 10 December, 1847. +++ 


Betty goes on to say: Now, Bazalice was a Deflandre, Raby, Driscoll, then Baudreau. The Deflandres and 
the Rabys were kin, and different genealogies indicate that there was colour of some shade — whether 
black, mulatto, Indian or the Islands, | don’t know. 


My whole point of getting into this was to possibly pin down JBB IV's wife. He died in 1852 as a 
“bachelor” in the local genealogies. [RHA: Be his bachelor-supposed status as it may, the above makes 
clear he was married, at least common law, to Bazilice Flandres Budreau. Either he had a prior CL wife 
that Edwin refers to in his lawsuit, or this Bazilice has contd to be JB4’s wife in the year 1847. She may 
have predeceased him by his death in (year?) 


The “removal of colour” noted in the Legislative Act, which you see could have been negro, mulatto or 
Indian mixed with a white parent, could have been either JBB IV or his father, but his father was dead by 
1812. | believe Edwin Lewis led in the removal of colour of JBB IV, which would also clear his wife 
Marguerite to inherit also. This colour was likely Graveline’s Indian wife. Some of this is shady, to me 
and documents haven't been found to clear it up. The colour in this JBB IV, came from his wife, Basalice.

attachment. You may already have some of this. Since | search for any information t can find when 
trying to find answers for researchers, | thought that | might as well send it all since | never know what 
the researcher might or might not have. 


V'm not sure if you knew that Mamie’s maiden name was Budro (can be spelled many ways — Baudro, 
Baudreaux, Baudrau, etc). Funeral home records here for both Mamie and Charles identify Mamie as a 
Budro. Mary’s record identifies her parents as Gabriel Beaudro and Sophie Galloway. 


Itis possible that Mamie could be descended from Jean-Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline, a Frenchman 
who settled here on the Gulf Coast. There are many descendants, both white and black, of this man — 
many still here on the coast and many now scattered across the country. You can find information on 
him by searching online. Proving the mixed race lines has proven to be difficult if not impossible — in 
fact, | don’t think any of these lines have ever really been proven.

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Marie Catherine Vinconneau Baudreau 


And Jean Baptiste Baudreau I 
By Mary Louise Gollotte Adkinson 


In the port of La Rochelle, France, Briand de la Tuillee awaited the time to 
hoist the anchor of the DAUPHINE which he commanded and to set sail for the 
Louisiana colony. Boarding the DAUPHINE were sixty-three colonists, company 
employees, soldiers and prisoners. On 21 March 1719, the DAUPHINE departed 
La Rochelle, together with the ship ST. LOUIS which also carried colonists and 
soldiers. 


On the passenger list of the DAUPHINE there was “The Toussaint Party,” 
which consisted of Catherine Toussaint, her child Marie Vinconneau, Isabelle and 
Suzanne Roy. Marie would have been Marie Catherine Vinconneau. Catherine’s 
maiden name was Doussin, not Toussaint. Evidently there was a misunderstanding 
of the pronunciation of Doussin. Catherine was also identified on the list as the 
wife of Louis Vinconneau. In years to come Catherine and Marie Catherine 
Vinenneau would be ancestors of thousands on the Gulf Coast. 


Louis Vinconneau, a master tailor, was already in Louisiana and must have 
been most anxious for his family’s arrival. Their child, Marie Catherine, was three 
and a half years old when she left her native France — too young to have later 
remembered the long hard miserable voyage. But she was just the age to have 
asked her mother a “blue million” questions during the three months that it took 
the ship to cross the ocean. 


On 26 June 1719 the DAUPHINE and the ST. LOUIS arrived at Pensacola. 
There was a third ship already in the port. It was loaded with a portion of the 
recently arrived supplies, food, and the belongings of the colonists from the 
DAUPHINE and the ST. LOUIS. This ship sailed to New Orleans. The colonists 
were sent to Dauphin Island to wait for transportation to New Orleans or to their 
land. 


However, the colonists had to remain on Dauphin Istand until some time in 
July. One group of these colonists was transported to New Orleans earlier, but 
records do not name them. So, it is not known if Catherine Vinconneau and her 
daughter were fortunate to leave. As a matter of fact, it is not known whether their 
destination was Mobile or New Orleans. The passenger list only notes that Louis 
Vinconneau was in the Louisiana Colony. Seven years earlier, Louis had married 
Catherine Doussin on | August 1712 in La Rochelle, France. 
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Their first child, Louis Claude, died when he was only two months old. The 
next Vinconneau child was born the following year in La Rochelle, France. Her 
name was Marie Catherine Vincnneau and she was born on 11 September 1715. 


Louis must have died shortly after his family joined him in the Louisiana 
Colony. His life ended, and in time there was the beginning of a new life for 
Catherine and Marie Catherine. On 13 June 1723 Catherine married widower 
Joseph Simon dit La Pointe, who owned a plantation on the east side of the 
Pascagoula River. Marie Catherine Vinconneau grew up as La Pointe’s step- 
daughter on that mystic Pascagoula River and would spend many of her adult years 
in the area. 


On the west side of the Pascagoula River, Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit 
Graveline lived on his vast acreage, having moved there in 1718 with his family. 
La Pointe and his friend Graveline had been among the sixty Canadians who 
arrived at Fort Maurepas with Pierre Le Moyne d’ Iberville on the LA 
RENOMMEE on 8 January 1700. 


Being neighbors and friends, it seemed destined that two of their children 
would one day marry each other. This event took place on 1 March 1734 when 
Marie Catherine Vinconneau and Jean Baptiste Baudreau I were married at the La 
Pointe home. Most likely it was quite an occasion, since the fathers were both 
prominent colonists. 


Marie Catherine and Jean Baptiste settled on the Pascagoula where their first 
child, Marie Catherine, was born 4 January 1735. A son was born the following 
year on 11 September 1736; he was named Jean Baptiste II]. Both children were 
baptized 3 November 1736. (Archdiocese of Mobile Archives, MB 1, p. 16-a). 


Claude was the third child born to the couple in 1737, but a baptismal record 
has not been found for him. His age was determined by the Louisiana Superior 
Council Records. Louise Catherine was the last child born to the Baudreaus on 13 
January 1742 on the Pascagoula. She was baptized 30 May 1742. 


Marie Catherine did not have a happy marriage, for it was marred by the 
escapades of Jean Baptiste JI. He was a man who defies description. He had many 
good attributes, but whether his bad ones outweighed the good remains to be seen 
and not to be judged. His relatively short life can only be looked at in amazement. 
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Living on the Pascagoula River as a youngster, Jean Baptiste II most likely 
learned much about Indian ways from his mother who was an Indian, the daughter 
of a great chief. He would have also observed the dealings that his father had with 
the Indians through the years. Jean Baptiste II was an interpreter for the French 
with the Indians and a courier for Bienville. Since he knew the country better than 
any other man in the colony he was quite an asset to the French. 

According to Pickett’s “History of Alabama,” Jean Baptiste was a “powerful man, 
as to strength, and almost a giant in size, and these qualities, together with his 
bravery and prowess, endeared him to the Indians.” The Choctaws made him an 
honorary member of their tribe. This could be an indication that his mother was a 
Choctaw. He was credited with many good deeds throughout the years. 


Marie Catherine stood by her husband during various incidents, but finally 
in an attempt to salvage what was left of the estate so that she could care for herself 
and her four children, she filed for separation of property. It must have been very 
humiliating for Marie Catherine when the witnesses appeared before the council 
and testified in her behalf that Jean Baptiste II was a person who drank too much, 
gambled and was a libertine. 


An extract from the Register of Hearings of the Superior Council of the 
Province of Louisiana — August 5, 1752: 


Between Marie Catherine Vinconneau, wife of Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Gravelines, 
plaintiff by petition and Jean B. Baudreau, defendant 


The Superior Council of Louisiana has seen the petition presented by the wife of 
Baudreau saying that by the lavishness and bad business contracted every day, her said 
husband is exposing her and her family to total ruin by having sold almost the last of her 
Negroes, despite the considerable merchandise that he has taken from here for the price 
of the said Negroes. He has contracted to sell them at New Orleans and Mobile for 1000 
livres of debt: As a result, she finds herself in straits and decides to put herself at the 
mercy of the fairness of the Council, so that there can emerge a separation of goods to put 
what goods that belong to her and her children under an umbrella of safety. She reasserts 
by her contract of marriage the many acquisitions made, her care and work and the help 
given by her mother during her husband’s civil death. She wants preservation of the 
goods made to her children by her deceased mother and by Mr. Laville, according to the 
attached papers. She offers to prove her honor by having four witnesses of faith, Messrs. 
Lemelle, LaCroix, Lacouture and Flamard, to testify to the bad conduct of her husband 
and who will affirm that she has always tried to be patient, but hope for change in her 
husband needs force in this instance. She concludes with the findings of the King’s 
Procurator General asking permission to have the above witnesses assigned to give what 
they know of the case before one of the Councilors. She asks that he please make his 
report ordering a separation of goods and that, as a result, 13 homed cattle brought by

contract of marriage be set aside as well as surety of 3000 livres of dowry, the house and 
the land it is on in the city (mortgaged), and that Baudreau be forbidden to take any more 
cows given to the children by her mother or by Mr. Laville; also that she be permitted to 
take the negresse Marie and her family at Valentin, who have been of help by their care 
and work and who were furnished her by her deceased mother. The Council has ordered 
and does order that he will be given the information made to the Council and that before 
the King’s Procurator General all reported to the King’s Procurator General to be ordered 
as belonging to the case. 


Given in the Chamber of the Council at New Orleans on 5 August 1752.

The petition was the beginning of a very lengthy legal procedure. It was two 
years before there was a settlement. 


Settlement between Jean Baptiste Baudreau and Catherine Vinconneau October 30, 1754. 


On October 30, 1754, nine o’clock in the morning, before me, Jean Baptiste 
Raguet, Councilor to the King at the Superior Council of the Province of Louisiana, and 
performing his function as Procurator of the King, there appeared Catherine Vinconneau, 
separated wife, as regards the goods of Jean Baptiste Baudreau, resident of this colony 
and authorized by law to pursue her rights according to the decision of the Council on 
November 11, 1752; who told us and stated that she would provide what is needed to the 
Council, in the separation of goods with the said Baudreau, her husband awaiting his 
waste and his debts, that the decision would take place which permitted him to make an 
inquiry about the facts she exposed, that after the aid inquiry made, another decision had 
taken place on it on November 5, 1752, that would have ordered that she would live 
separated as regards that the goods shared with her said husband; that she would recover 
all her goods, real and personal that she could find which had been brought to the 
marriage and an inventory would be made, and give him an at of renunciation that she 
made to the community with her said husband; that as it is agreed under seal and decreed 
(that) the said separation by means of the said inventory or sale of personal property in 
case the goods are not found, she requires that we please her by coming to the house and 
place of her said husband located at New Orleans, so as to proceed with the said 
inventory and put things in her hands, as belonging to her, and which are justified by her 
contract of marriage under date of 1 March 1734, and by act of division of goods of the 
deceased Catherine Doucin, her mother, under date of 22 April 1750. 


On this, I the judge, mentioned below, have given an OK to the said lady for her 
appearance in court and order that we be taken now to the house of the said Baudreau. 


On the said day and year, J, a councilor named below, and undersigned, was 


transported with the Royal Notary of this Province and the herein after named witnesses, 
undersigned, accompanied Marin LeNormand, auctioneer crier, in the said house of 
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Baudreau. Found beyond this city opposite the residence of Mr. Demorand, so as to 
evaluate as needed the effects that will be given to the said Vinconneau and to make an 
inventory conformable to the desire of the decision before dated; where being in the said 
house, we have found the said Baudreau, whom we apprised of the contents of the said 
decision and summoned him to tell us of the goods and effects which his wife had 
brought conformable to the contracts of marriage and division dated before and all others 
which could be hers, expired or to come. The said Baudreau, here present, told us that in 
order to avoid all other proceedings and to end these differences as amiably as possible, 
he consents to remit everything presently (now) and in the manner in which she brought 
it to him in marriage or in any other way, it not being necessary to make any estimation 
or evaluation, wishing to give her all that she had brought. He has remitted to the said 
Vinconneau thirteen horned cattle which she has chosen and taken at her choice and for 
which she is content. 


Item, he also, in like manner, remitted at the time of things taken in a division 
made at Mobile among the said Vinconneau and her brothers and sisters coming from the 
said Doucin, her mother, which consists in one Indian woman of about 45 years named 
Babet and her daughter Elizabeth, of about nine years. 


Item, a young cow (heiffer) 


Item, three pairs of bed sheets, twelve skirts, six napkins, six table-cloths, two 
corsets, four women’s shirts, one mantle of bouracan with its cowl, one Indian woman’s 
short gown, three coifs, one black coif of gauze, one muslin handkerchief, a pair of false 
sleeves, two mirrors, a small trunk, one crockery coffee-pot, one canavette for four 
bottles, one iron cooking-pot, one large crockery dish and two plates, four plates and one 
large pewter dish, three pewter spoons, and three iron forks, one jam jar, one hand-saw, 
three locks, one padlock and one pickaxe, one small table, one book on the Lives of the 
Saints, two bed covers, three copper chandeliers and four pounds in specie of the colony. 


; Item, he remitted as well the amount of 21 cows that she has taken and chosen at 
her choice and which have been given to her children, named Jean Baptiste, Claude, 
Catherine and Louise, by Catherine Doucin, Widow, and, in second marriage to Joseph 
Simon Lapointe, their grandmother according to the donation (gift) passed before the 
Notary under date of 7 February 1750. 


Item, the said Baudreau has also remitted to the said Vinconneau, his wife, two 
cows emanating from a gift made to two of his children by Francois Laville, under 
private seal on 24 July 1747, one of the said children, Claude and the other Louise. 


Item, the said Baudreau told us that wishing always to treat his wife favorably 
and amicably, he wants to give and remit now, as he does, seven horned cattle, that is, 
two pairs of oxen and three cows and bulls which she will be able to make, enjoy and 
dispose of at her will, and for which she thanks her husband without prejudice of ten 
homed cattle, which the said Baudreau has promised to give to his daughter, married to 
Mazurier, according to their marriage contract; the said ten horned cattle joined to the 44 
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above that his wife has received, making $4, which he had always promised to give to 
form the dowry of his said wife and reinvestment of (her?) his goods. 


Item, the said Baudreau has given and gives by these presents to his said wife in 
pure gift and ownership and in consideration of that of which she is in charge, the upkeep 
and nourishment of their children; though the boys are old enough to earn their 
livelihood; one Negro names Nicholas, about 25 years old, which Negro belongs to him, 
which she may sell or dispose of without his consent. 


Item, the said Baudreau has likewise remitted and given to his wife, by gift, the 
small properties which follow: one pair of fire-dogs, one tong, two tripods, two pairs of 
flat-irons, five iron copper pots, larger than small. 


Item, two armoirs with iron work. 


Item, seven straw chairs and two cypress tables, one folding and the other with 
drawers, and one arm-chair. 


Item, two large trunks with iron designs and locks. 


Item, one bed composed of a mattress, one feather bed, one cover and one bed 
cover of Ginga. 


Jtem, one shovel. 
Item, one bed trimmed for her daughter Marie Louise. 
Item, one yellow copper cauldron, one millstone and its crank. 


Following that, the said Jean Baptiste Baudreau told us that on the demand of his 
said wife is to live in the house he owns. He wants and consents that she live there, she 
and her family, for the three next years consecutively to begin on November 1 next, on 
condition that she will pay him in rent the sum of ten livres a month, and in case that 
repairs are needed, the sum paid which she will make will be subtracted from the rent 
owed in reporting by her what the workers receive or by certificates from experts. 


The said Baudreau also told us and stated that he authorizes by these presents his 
said wife to rule and govern her said goods and to make those demands in justice that she 
will see as good. 


By means of all done above, sealed and approved by the parties, and the 
remittance of the effects contained therein made to the said woman, the said separation is 
done, accomplished and executed in all its points, circumstances and annexes. 

Done and sealed on the above day, month and year, at four o’clock in the 


afternoon in the above house, in presence of Messrs. Athanase Helo and Joseph Sougy, 
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witnessed living there, and have signed, except the said Mrs. Baudreau, who stated she 
could not write nor sign these presents according to law. Then signed: Baudreau, 
LeNormand, Helo, Sougy, Raguet and I, the undersigned Notary.

With the separation behind her and the loss of her mother, which happened 
shortly before her petition was filed, Marie Catherine must have felt an emptiness 
in her life. Her mother Catherine Doussin La Point was buried in 1752. 


Alas, a terrible tragedy for the Baudreau family occurred in 1757. Jean 
Baptiste II was imprisoned on Cat Island for salvaging goods from a wrecked 
Spanish vessel. At that time Cat Island was a French post with an officer named 
Duroux in command. Duroux was a tyrant and the men despised him because of 
his cruel treatment and his unfair actions. 


One day when Duroux returned from a neighboring island a group of 
soldiers shot him. They freed Jean Baptiste and some accounts say that they forced 
him to show them the way to the Carolinas. Rewards were offered for the capture 
of the insurrectionists. 


After Jean Baptiste II was captured, he was condemned to death by being 
broken upon the wheel, and his body quartered. What a horrible way to die. 


Marie Catherine went with her family to their remote plantation, probably on 
the Pascagoula River, to mourn the death of Jean Baptiste. Strength had prevailed 
throughout her married life — raising their family and standing by her husband for 
many years before the separation. And so, at that time of sorrow she was again a 
staunch support for her children. The youngest child, Louise Catherine, was only 
fifteen when this tragedy occurred. 


Eventually the Baudreau children married, although marriage records for 
them are scant. Louise Catherine married Joseph Bouzage on 5 June 1762. Marie 
Catherine, the oldest child, married Louis Francis Mazurier. There is no indication 
that Claude married. Jean Baptiste III married Marie Louise La Lancette, but he 
possibly may have had other earlier marriages. 


Louise and Joseph Bouzage eventually settled in Bayou La Batre in 1786. 
The Mazuriers lived north of Mobile in the Tennsa area. Apparently Jean Baptiste 
III had a deep feeling for the land of his forefathers, since he spent the greater part 
of his life in the Pascagoula River area and Belle Fontaine. 
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On 25 March 1768, Marie Catherine bought land with a house from Anthony 
Duvernay for sixty dollars. This land was located at the mouth of the West 
Pascagoula River. 


On 3 July 1781, Marie Catherine began procedures to petition the Spanish 
Government for ownership of Horn Island: 


Mr. Governor General 


Catherine Budro, an Inhabitant of Pascagoula with the greatest respect represents to your 
Excellency; that when she was at Mobile you had condescended to offer to give her Hom 
Island; wherefore she supplicates your Excellency to grant her the said Island; a favor she 
expects from your well known charity. 


New Orleans 3 of July 1781. For Catherine Budro her Son signs. 
John Badlela Bodro 


Horn Island was granted to Marie Catherine Baudreau on 1 August 1781. 
Marie Catherine kept cattle on the island for about five or six years with some 
negroes attending the stock. 


A Spanish census of the Mobile Province in 1786 shows that Madam 
“Bodro,” owned eight slaves (mixed blood), four Negro slaves and two Negress 
slaves. She showed ownership of four residences. Under cultivation she had 250 
acres of corn. One child, most likely a grandchild, was living with her at the time 
of the census. Horn Island was still in her possession when she died. 


Marie Catherine lived forty years after her husband’s tragic death in 1757. 
She was quite a business woman through the years and at the end of her life she 
had her affairs in order having made a will. She died in May 1797 at the age of 82.

Jean Baptiste Boderau, as testimentary executor of Catherine Vinconneau, 
Widow Boderau, his mother, Catherine Boderau, Wido Mazurier and Louise 
Catherine Bodereau, widow Bosage, all three co-heirs of their mother, the said 
deceased Catherine Vinconneau, present themselves at your tribunal, all three in 
common having the respect you are due and employing the best form of law, 
appear to request that you order all that is necessary, so that the said Jean Baptiste 
Bodereau be authorized to put into execution the last will of our deceased mother, 
as seen in her will, made at Pascagoula on 30 March 1796; and, in order to do 
justice, we protest that there is no malice in our statement and request and offer 
thanks to you and hope for your consideration in this matter.

Francois and Marguerite had a son, Hilaire 
HARDY, barn about 1752, who died around Christmas, 1758. Marguerite 
CLEMENT died at sea in 1758 during the crossing to France. The records 
show that Francois HARDY went to Dinan; he prabably simply returned ta 
his original home, as Saint-Maudez is quite near Dinan.

From the foregoing you can see that the records concerning Hilaire 
CLEMENT in France include a couple of important errors. Far one thing, 
Hilaire was not Francois HARDY's néphew, but his brother-in-law.

characterized (Rieder & Rieder, The Acadians in France, Vol. III, p. 
62). Additionally, Hilaire's mother's name is deformed in his marriage 
record. It is easy to see how one could get "REDOUZE" from "DRUCE, 
hawever and one must admit that Marie Josephe DRUCE was the only 
person of that name in Acadia after her English father's early death, 
in 1714. /s/ Stephen A. White.

Deacon Jack Gravlin, advocate 
for the downtrodden, dies

Deacon Jack Gravlin used to dismiss jokingly his wife Therese's ongoing talk of the glorious banquets of 
heaven. 


Therese (Terry) Gravlin believes, therefore, that it was fitting that her beloved husband would celebrate his 
big banquet in heaven on what would have been his 73rd birthday, Oct. 27. "He really got the best birthday 
celebration ever 4€" with a banquet in heaven, with all the angels and saints, and God Himself,a€0 she 
said. 

A permanent deacon at St, Martin of Tours Parish, Rev. Mr. John J. Jack Gravlin, 72, died of lung cancer 
Wednesday, Oct. 26, 2005. I used to kid him about the banquets in heaven and he would always pooh-pooh 
me,a€{| his wife said. During the diaconate classes Terry attended with her husband, the priest instructors 
also occasionally mentioned the banquets in heaven. Her husband&€™s ribbing reply, she recalled, was Oh, 
no! Shea€™s going to love this. 


She and her husband were so close that she referred to him as her other half. With his death, she said, half 
of her has disappeared. We finished each other's sentences so often. 


Among Deacon Gravlin's favorite things to do were travel with his wife through the United States and 
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Canada in their 1989 silver Cadillac. He also liked writing, clipping coupons, grocery shopping, cook NEALOGY COLLECTION 
fishing and, in his younger years, square-dancing with his wife. 


He deeply loved his nine children, 21 grandchildren and seven great-grandchildren. It was they who carried 
on the family joke that wherever Dad goes, the fish all leave before he gets there, Terry Gravlin said. 
Deacon Gravlin was also a devoted advocate for the downtrodden, she said. He did not hide the fact that he 
was a member of Alcoholics Anonymous and was committed to assisting those who battled addictions to 
alcohol and narcotics. 


"When he was diagnosed with lung cancer in 2003, he never complained" he always accepted it, his wife 
said, 


"A gifted writer, he could whip up a homily like magic," Terry Gravlin said. "He'd let me proofread it. We 
were a good team." 


A native of Belleville, Ill, Deacon Gravlin was raised in St. Louis, and moved to Philadelphia when he 
joined the U.S. Navy in 1951. 


He met Therese Bowers at a Church-sponsored dance Jan. 1, 1952. He was 19; she was 16. They married 
April 7, 1953, in St. Leo Church in Northeast Philadelphia. During his stint in the U.S, Navy, he served as a 
clerk aboard the USS Dortch during the Korean War. On his return to Philadelphia, he worked as a 
salesman for Kraft Foods. He later worked as a steamfitter for Local 420 and retired on disability in the 
early 1980s as a result of an electrical shock he sustained on his job that precipitated a heart condition. 


He was ordained a deacon June 2, 1996, by Cardinal Anthony Bevilacqua. 


Rev. Mr. Philip E. Heaney, 67, a diaconate classmate and permanent deacon at Maternity B.V.M. Parish in 
Philadelphia, recalled Deacon Gravlin's dedication to the diaconate from the very beginning of their 
instruction. He was working good hours supporting his family, but he was there for every class, every 
workshop. 


And, he was always ready for a laugh. That laughter is what Deacon Heaney misses most. He was always 
looking for the humor in anything. 


Assignments included St. Matthew Parish in Northeast Philadelphia, 1996 to 1997; the Philadelphia Prison 
System, 1997 to 2001, and St. Martin of Tours Parish from 2001 until his death. 


The loss of Deacon Jack to our parish was significant, said Sister, Servant of the Immaculate Heart of Mary 
Anastasia Watson, director of pastoral services at St. Martin of Tours. 


His greatest gift was that he could work with the brokenhearted, Sister Anastasia said. Whenever she came 
across someone in the parish bereavement group who was dealing with a particularly tragic death “ such as 
the death of a child, the suicide of a loved one, or someone who had suffered an addiction "I always called 
on Jack, because I knew he would have the right words to say. He had a depth of compassion. He could 
deal with those people so beautifully. 


Deacon Gravlin also spoke with great wisdom of his own humanity, Sister Anastasia said. 
To all, he was affable and approachable, He had a wink in his eye, a smile on his face [and always 
extended] a warm handshake, she said. He was such an outgoing person. He didn't wait for people to come 


up to him. He was always there with the first sign of welcome. 


Jack Weber, 68, a member of Maternity B.V.M. Parish who, with his wife, Sophie, founded Mary, Mother 
of Captives " a support group for people coping with a loved one in prison " agreed. 


Jack was very dedicated to ministering to God's children in prison, Weber said. 
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Deacon Gravlin provided compassionate ministerial support when the group first started meeting nearly a 
decade ago. He was what we would want a deacon to be " kind, considerate, understanding, someone who 
listened without making judgments, Weber said. He treated everybody the same " with love, respect and 
dignity. He was a good person, 


Father Dennis J. Carbonaro, administrator of the Archdiocese's Department of Permanent Deacons, cited a 
letter Deacon Gravlin wrote in conjunction with his 1992 application to the permanent diaconate: “Serving 
others has become my way of life. It is the vehicle which transports me out of my own self-centeredness, 
and enables me to attempt to do God's will. .., I feel committed to my present duties, but fee! the need for 
“total commitment.’ 


Father Carbonaro said the excerpt of Deacon Gravlin’s application letter expresses a quality which Deacon 
Gravlin possessed and which all who knew him experienced namely, a real drive and energy to do God's 
will and to serve, and to do it, not halfheartedly, but completely. 


Auxiliary Bishop Joseph P. McFadden was the principal celebrant at Deacon Gravlin's Oct. 31 funeral 
Mass at St. Martin of Tours Church. Concelebrants included Msgrs. Francis W. Beach and Charles E. 
McGroarty, Fathers Carbonaro, Joseph L. DiGregorio, John D. Hand, William F. McGeown and Charles D. 
Smith. 


Deacon of the Word was Deacon Heaney. Msgr. Beach, pastor of St. Martin of Tours, was the homilist. 
Deacon of the Eucharist was Rev. Mr. Joseph R. Upcavage, a diaconate classmate who is a permanent 
deacon at Queen of the Universe Parish in Levittown. 


Msgr. Beach recalled the compelling spiritual columns Deacon Gravlin contributed to St. Martin of Tours’ 
quarterly newsletter. In his last column, titled, For What Purpose? Deacon Gravlin addressed why certain 
events do or don't happen. 4€"l directed this article at many who are in the similar situation as me 
depending on others to take care of them. ... For what purpose? I keep telling (my wife] Terry that 1 am her 
A€ ticket’ to heaven, just by taking care of an 4€~old grouch’ like me.' 


Msgr. Beach visited Deacon Gravlin's home the Sunday before his death. In his weakened state, he wanted 
me to know that he knew he was going to die, and he was looking forward to going home to God, to see 
God face to face, Msgr. Beach said. He was so grateful for the opportunity God gave him to serve as a 
deacon at St. Martin of Tours. 


In addition to his wife, Deacon Graviin is survived by eight children: Jack, Raymond, Dorothy, Connie, 
Karen, Loretta, Vincent and Steven; 21 grandchildren and seven great-grandchildren; his twin sister, Joan 
Stephenson and two brothers, Robert and Donald.

MORE ABOUT OUR ACADIAN ANCESTORS: 


Louis MOTIN, one of RA2ZILLY's officers, brought his wife and daughter, Jeanne. The 
latter soon became Madame d 'AULNAY. 


Between 1636 and the death of a@'AULNAY, a number of other families were settled 
in Acadia. Many familiar names are included in this group, who were among the 
first Europeans to find true homes in the New World. 


Because of the irregular education of many of those who made up the sailing lists 

and took the censuses, there ere variations in spelling of these early family names. 

It was an era that gave no particular virtue to consistency in spelling, and some= 
times the same family name might be rendered in two or even three different variations.’ 


Among those families who arrived in Acadia during the early a'AULNAY period, are the 
following: BABIN, BELLIVEAU (BELLIVEAUX), BOUR (BOURG) (BOURQUE), BREAULT (BREAUX, BROT, 
BRAUD), BRUN (LeBRUN), DUGAST (DUGAS), DUPUIS (DUPUY), GAUDET, GIROIR (GIROUARD), LANDRY, 
LEBLANC, MORIN, POIRIER, RAMBAUT, SAVOLE (SAVOY), THIBODEAU (THIBODEAUX). According to 
Genevieve Massignon, who has attempted to trace the Acadiane to their place of origin 

in France, all of these families were recruited from LaChaussee, near the village of 
é'Aulnay. 


Others from the same region, according to Miss Massignon's research, were the BLANCHARD, | 
GUERIN and TERRIOT (THERIAULT, THERIOT) “families. Arriving in Acadia during the latter 
part of d'AULNAY's administration were the following families: BERGERON, CAOUETTE 
(CAILLOUETTE, CAYOUETTE), CLEMENCEAU, “COMEAU (COMEAUX, COMO, COMAU), CORPORON, d"AIGLE 
(DAIGLE, DAIGRE), DOUCET, GARCEAU, (GAUTREAU, GAUTHRAUX, GOTROT, GAUTEROT,) GODIN (GAUDIN) 
GOUSMAN, BUILBAULT (GUILBEAU), HEBERT, HENRY, LANNOUE (LANNEAU, LANOUX), LEJEUNE, 
PELLERIN, PICHET, PICOT, POIRIER, RICHARD, RIMBAULT, ROBICHAUD (ROBICHAUX), SIMON, 

SIRE (CYR), THEBAULT (THIBAULT) AND VINCENT. © , 


Charlee LATOUR also brought a few settlers to his outposts in Acadia, principally 

to the fort at Jemsege The first BERNARD was Andre BERNARD, a stone-mason from 
Beauvoir-sur-Mer, who arrived in 1641. The family of MIUS d'ENTREMONT, LATOUR's Lieu- 
tenant, arrived in another LATOUR expedition. , 


Some of the most popular Acadian names are not French in origin. According to some 
authorities, when Sir William ALEXANDER's group of Scottish settlers were repatriated 
to England, a few of them remained to live among the French. Among them were Charles 
and ‘Peter MELLANSON. Two others were named PETERS and PAISLEY. These names, in turn, 
became PITRE and PELLESEY (PELLESET). Roger CASEY, an Irishman captured by the English, 
wound up in Acadia and started the XUESSY (CAISSY) family tree. Michael FOREST errived 
in Acadia during the English occupation after 1654, and remained to become progenitor 
of the Acadian family named FORET. :

He sent us an 
article clarifying the distincton between BOUDREAU and BEAUDREAU dit 
GRAVELINE, appearing serially beginning with this issue.

The 
gold star on the flag represents the patronage of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary over the Acadians. The cities of Fredericton and Edmunston in New 
Brunswick had joined in the commemoration of this centennial by 
electing to fly the Acadian flag during this centennial year. There 
has been some controversy in those cities about showing preferential 
treatment. Seems there are other ethnic groups that feel their flag 
should be flying, too. Among them is the flag of the Republic of 
Madawaska. It has six stars representing the founding peoples of 
Madawaska (Acadians, Irish, Indians, French Canadians, English and 
American). 
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Our thanks to Richard Lord of Presque Isle, Maine, who sent me several 
articles covering this subject in Maine newspapers. 


j The controversy has risen to such a torrid pitch that a suggestion has 
been made to form a separate Acadian party. The Anglophones got into 
the act, saying the Union Jack has a place on the flag pole, too.

And Caraquet, N.B. has introduced a daily French-language newspaper, 
l'Acadie Nouvelle, to replace the defunct Evangeline.

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BOUDREAU on BEAUDREAU ?

During the past few years, I have received letters from many people, part- 
icularly from researchers in the Midwest, searching for missing Boudreau ancestors. 
Thinking they were descendants of our Acadian Michel Boudret, after trying to 
find a pair of names which fit, in most cases, they were not Acadian descendants 
at all, but descendants of the Canadian BEAUDREAU dit GRAVELINE family from the 
Montréal and Richelieu Valley area of Québec Province. In many documents: among 
which include baptismal, marriage and census records, the Beaudreau family 
members often went by the spelling BAUDREAU or BOUDREAU, which has continued to 
be a source of confusion to many of those who are presently trying to research 
their family backgrounds. , 


Urbain Baudreau, the son of Jean Baudreau and Marie Chauveau, was born towards 
1631 or 1633 in the town of Gravelines in the Flandres section of France, hence, 
the nickname Graveline attached to the surname in most instances. Many of the later 
generations of this family have adopted this nickname as their family's surname 
today, especially in the Eastern United States. 


In 1652, the colony of Montréal (then known as Ville-Marie) was under numerous 
attacks from the Iroquois Indians, which diminished its population to less than 100 
persons. The Governor-General, M. de Maisonneuve had decided to return to France 
to recruit more colonists for the region, and after a meeting with M. sJérome le 
Royer de la Dauversiére at La Fleche, approximately 100 miles from Paris, 153 men 
were recruited to return to Canada. Among them, was 4 young mar living in the 
town of Clermont, named Urbain Baudreau. On the 20th of May 1653, he signed a 
contract agreeing to settle a atreal, serving the colony for five years to 
defend it against the Indians and to help clear it for farmland. His annual 
salary was to be 75 pounds with a 45 pound advance payment. On the 30th of that 
@onth, the group boarded the ship Sc-Nazaire, bound for Canada, yet only after a 
few days at sea, the ship began to take on water and had to return Co port.

AGE does not claim to be the final authority in the following 
corrections. However, in most cases the researcher has concentrated on 
the surname in question and has authenticated his or her findings. 


from Clarence T. Breaux, Metairie, La.: 


Arsenault shows a third marriage (ca 1772) to Genevieve 
HEBERT for Francois SIMON dit SIMONEAUX, but does not show this third 
marriage on p. 801.

BERGERON DISCREPANCY 


Adrien Bergeron s "Le Grand Arrangement des Acadiens au Quebec" vol. 
5, p. 89 shows Agnes LEBLANC, d/o Pierre LEBLANC/Francoise LANDRY, 
married to Pierre GAUDET; Arsenault and BRDA show GAUTEROT. Bergeron 
does not show the unmarried children, and also omitted Marie, married 
1748 Grand Pre to Francois GAUTEROT. The unmarried children were 
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1667, he was elected syndic and procurator of the settlers of the colony, a2 post 
similar to the office of mayor. 


At the age of 33, on the 20th of October 1664, Urbain Baudgeau married 
Marguerite Juillet,“the 15 year old daughter of Blaise Juillet and Marie- 
Antoinette Liercour. Blaise Juillet, originally from Avignon, France, drowned 
with his friend, Mathurin Soulard, while attempting to save themselves from 
the fierce Iroquois four years earlier in 1660. Of Urbain and Marguerite's 
marriage were born the following nine children:

In 1687, Urbain bought two lots of land at Montréal, and another in December of 
1689. After years of hard work, raising his family, and being involved in the 
political affairs of the new colony, he died at Montréal on the 28th of January 
1695, a wealthy man for his time, and one who never really received the recog- 
nition that he deserved in Canadian history, for his significane rdle in che 
history of Ville Marie. 


In 1696, his widow, Marguerite Baudreau removed to the city, transferring 
her other property to their son Paul“With the understanding that he would 
take care of her for the remaining years of her life. She died at Montréal on 
the 6th of March 1723. Cyprien Tanguay, in his DICTIONNAIRE GENEALOGIQUE notes 
that their son Gabriel was engaged in commerce along the Mississippi River, and 
was one of the principal founders of Mobile, Alabama. This can be attested to 
by the fact that of his marriage to Catherine Forestier, were born a family of 
all daughters, of which only one marriage, that of Marie-Josette, tock place 
at Notre~Dame-de~Laprairie. Where the other daughters married, I have not been 
able to locate at present, so perhaps this footnote is true, and they married 
in the central United States. The largest descendance of Beaudreau’s is the 
family of Jean~Baptiste and Frangoise Bazinet, whose descendants were very 
numerous in the Richelieu Valley area, and who have migrated to New England 
and the Midwest, during the Industrial Revolucion and textile era, as well as, 
in the years following the Richelieu Valley insurrection.

MORE ABOUT OUR ACADIAN ANCESTORS: 


Louis MOTIN, one of RAZILLY's officers, brought his wife and daughter, Jeanne. The 
latter soon became Madame d'AULNAY. 


Between 1636 and the death of d'AULNAY, a number of other families were settled 
in Acadia. Many familiar names are included in this group, who were among the 
first Europeans to find true homes in the New World. 


Because of the irregular education of many of those who made up the sailing lists 

and took the censuses, there are variations in spelling of these early family names. 

It was an era that gave no particular virtue to consistency in spelling, and some- 
times the same family name might be rendered in two or even three different variations. 


Among those families who arrived in Acadia during the early da'AULNAY period, are the 
following: BABIN, BELLIVEAU (BELLIVEAUX), BOUR (BOURG) (BOURQUE), BREAULT (BREAUX, BROT, 
BRAUD), BRUN (LeBRUN), DUGAST (DUGAS), DUPULS (DUPUY), GAUDET, GIROIR (GIROUARD), LANDRY, 
LEBLANC, MORIN, POIRIER, RAMBAUT, SAVOTE (SAVOY), THIBODEAU (THIBODEAUX). According to 
Genevieve Massignon, who has attempted to trace the Acadiane to their place of origin 

in France, all of these families were recruited from LaChaussee, near the village of 
c'Aulnay. 


Others from the same region, according to Mises Massignon's research, were the BLANCHARD, 
GUERIN and TERRIOT (THERIAULT, THERIOT) “families. Arriving in Acadia during the latter 
part of @'AULNAY's administration were the following families: BERGERON, CAOUETTE 
(CAILLOUETTE, CAYOUETTE), CLEMENCEAU, “COMEAU (COMEAUX, COMO, COMAU), CORPORON, d"AIGLE 
(DAIGLE, DAIGRE), DOUCET, GARCEAU, (GAUTREAU, GAUTHRAUX, GOTROT, GAUTEROT,) GODIN (GAUDIN: 
GOUSMAN, BUILBAULT (GUILBEAU), HEBERT, HENRY, LANNOUE (LAHNEAU, LANOUX), LEJEUNE, 
PELLERIN, PICHET, PICOT, POIRIER, RICHARD, RIMBAULT, ROBICHAUD (ROBICHAUX), SIMON, 

SIRE (CYR), THEBAULT (THIBAULT) AND VINCENT. ~ . 


Charles LATOUR also brought a few settlers to his outposts in Acadia, principally 

to the fort at Jemseg. The first BERNARD was Andre BERNARD, a stone-mason from 
Beauvoir-sur-Mer, who arrived in 1641. The family of MIUS d'ENTREMONT, LATOUR's lieu- 
tenant, arrived in another LATOUR expedition. 


Some of the most popular Acadian names are not French in origin. According to some 
authorities, when Sir William ALEXANDER's group of Scottish settlers were repatriated 
to England, a few of them remained to live among the French. Among them were Charles 
and ‘Peter MELLANSON. Two others were named PETERS and PAISLEY. These names, in turn, : 
became PITRE and PELLESEY (PELLESET). Roger CASEY, an Irishman captured by the English, ; 
wound up in Acadia and started the KUESSY (CAISSY) family tree. Michael FOREST arrived j 
in Acadia during the English occupation after 1654, and remained to become progenitor 
of the Acadian family named FORET. .

Jackson Countian finds forebears 


took to Navy ships seeking freedom

Many Jackson Countians with roots 
long entrenched in the South have had 


. forebears who fought on the other side 


during the War Between the States. 

The story of each Mississippian who 
chose the Union cause has an individual 
twist. For several runaway slaves who 
lived in the Pascagoula-Moss Point area in 
the early 1860s, enlisting aboard a Union 
vessel was a promise of freedom. 

With changes in names and the pass- 
ing of years, their many Jackson County 
descendants may not realize this facet of 
their heritage. 

“None of their families living today — 
that I talked to — knew anything about. 
They just didn’t talk about it. I don’t know 
why,” James E. Planer, of Moss Point, 
said, Planer’s great-great-grandfather on 
his mother’s side, Ebenezer “Ned” Jenk- 
ins, was among them. 

Among the treasures saved at the old 
family home on Welch Street was a pen- 
sion certificate awarded Jenkins’ widow 
for Union service. Planer, who returned 
here in 1993 after a career as a school 
administrator in Chicago, said he had 
seen the document many times, But it 
was not until he began delving into the 
past that he realized this was the key to a 
fascinating story, intertwining his family’s 
history with that of other Jackson Coun- 
ty families. 

The tale begins on the night of Dec. 28, 
1863 — the midway point in the Way 


22, a slave of dohn McInnis of Pascagoula, 
ran off in a skiff to Round Island with 
several other slaves. 

As the Union troops moved into Con- 
federate territory, Planer said, many 
slaves tried to enlist to fight against slav- 
ery. The adver.ture of a voyage, mingled 
with this cause, attracted the young men. 

About 11 a.m. the next morning the 
men were picked up by the USS Calhoun 
as “contraband” and became part of the 
crew. With information in ships’ logs and 
pension documents, Planer pieced togeth- 
er the details of the next several years. 
The descriptions of the men in the records 
and their activities brought them to life, 

. “There may have been about a dozen of 
them who ran away,” he said. Some may 
have boarded other ships, Eight joined 
the Calhoun. 

In addition, to Ebenezer, who used his 
master’s surname during the war, the 
other Jackson County slaves aboard the 
vessel included several slaves of Walter 
Denny, named Calvin, Solomon, Benjamin 
and Jacob, and others identified as George 
Washington, Hudson Ferrol and William 
Henry, 

It was ironic that these Southern-born 
men would serve on the Calhoun, as the 
ship also had Southern origins. The five- 
gun steamer built in 1851 had been one of 
the first Confederate privateers preying 
on Union shipping in the Gulf of Mexico. 
On Jan. 23, 1862, the Calhoun was cap- 
tured by the USS Samuel Rotan off

“I cruised for three months around 
here from here to Grant’s Pass and to 
Ship Island, where our headquarters were 
and up and down the Mississippi Sound,” 
Ebenezer described his service in a depo- 
sition taken nine years after the war. He 
testified in support of Severen Boudreaux 
of Jackson County, who had filed a claim 
against the government that Union troops 
had slaughtered his cattle on Petit Bois 
Island during the war. 

Ebenezer said he was on‘some of the 
raids in which Boudreaux’s cattle were 
killed for food. aa 

“The only battle they were involved in 
was when Admiral Farragut was aboard,” 
Planer said. ee 

‘That was in February 1864 when the 
Calhoun met Admiral David G. Farragut’s 
vessel, the USS Hartford, and Farragut 
came on board with his staff. 

‘In spring 1864, the Calhoun went to 
New Orleans for repairs, but was con- 
demned, instead. In early April its crew 
was transferred to other vessels. Among 
the men assigned to the newer, but small- 
er gunboat, USS New London with the 
rank of landsmen were Ebenezer, George 
Washington, William Henry, and Sol, 
Calvin and Benjamin Denny. 

The New London operated primarily at 
the mouth of the Caleasieu River near 
Granite City, La., Galveston Bay and 
occasionally in the Sabine Pass between 
‘Texas and Louisiana. 

The brief notes on the Pascagoula men 
in the ship's log and the daily happen- 
ings etches a picture of shipboard life. 
“They didn’t see aot of action. but the 


At one point near the Calcasieu, a Con- 
federate vessel approached the New Lon- 
don with a white flag, seeking chloroform 
for one of its men who required surgery. 
Setting aside their hostilities, the chloro- 
form was given to the enemy. 

One incident in which the logs mention 
Ebeneezer happened on Feb. 15, 1865, 
when he fell overboard with the wind- 
lass, brake, sockets and bedplates. He 


* was rescued, but the equipment was lost. 


In March 1865 the New London 
berthed in New Orleans for rudder repairs 
‘and the crew was discharged... 

Most of the ex-slaves returned to Jack- 
son County. At least three found wotk at 
the Denny saw mill in Moss Point. 
Solomon assumed the name of Solomon 
Gregory, married Louise Frank, and had 
three daughters. He lived a long life and 
acquired much property in Moss Point. 

Calvin assumed the name of Calvin 
Plummer. He died on Oct. 26, 1870 at 
age 35, at Cross Roads, leaving a widow, 
Josephine. 

Ebenezer stopped using the name of 
his former master, McInnis, and adopted 
the surname Jenkins. He married Mar- 
garet Glaud in Jackson County in 1867 
and they-had several children, 

Planer’s research failed to uneaver pen- 
sion files for the other ex-slaves who were 
his ancestor's shipmates. He believes, 
however, that George Washington may 
have moved back to Escatawpa after the 
war and that Ferrol and Henry returned. 

The changing of their names after the 
war presented problems for the veterans 
and their wider redbems ubon 
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Island where the men rendezvoused with the union 
vessel USS Calhoun in 1863. The lives of the men 


“But the stacks of paperwork this cre- 
ated as they tried to prove their identity 
brought a windfall of information for Plan- 
er from the National Archives. 

Combing family tales and the data he 
has gathered with the assistance of the 
genealogy staff of the Pascagoula Public 
Library, Planer has learned much about 
the lives and personalities of his fore- 
bears. And he has helped others launch 
their search, |: ‘ 

Planer’s search was also kindled by a 
desire to return to the old homeplace, 
which his family has occupied for several 
generations. This property and the sur- 
rounding area, which includes the site of 
the present Charlotte Hyatt Elementary 
School, was owned by Solomon Gregory, 
the Plummers and others who had been 
his ancestor’s shipmates. 

About 10 years ago he bought the 
Ebenezer Jenkins property from an aunt. 
He had been away from the area, except 
for visits, since his youth, 

Planer attended Our Mother of Sor- 
rows High School and Xavier University 
in New Orleans. He later joined his par- 
ents, Bernard Planer and Yvonne Smith, 
who had moved to Chicago. 

“I always had plans to come back. I 
have always felt very close to it,” he said. 
He will soon start building a new home on 
the site. . 

He hopes the story of these Jackson 
County Civil War veterans may inspire 
the younger generations to become more 
interested in their heritage. “It's really
